In. these days when everything in the 
world seems to have, gone topsy-turvey 
with war, it is interesting to read some of 
the prophetic utterances, or dreams, if you 


please to call them such, of leading men in. 


thought who long since have gone hence 
and ‘‘sleep,’’ unconscious of the volcanic 
eruption of blood which today is tearing 
nations to pieces. Im this line some of 
the utterances of Col: R. G. Ingersoll have 
significance now. For instahce, in one of 
his orationg ‘he described the future as 
many present-day writers seem now to feel 
it will be after the guns cease roaring and 
the hand of peace again rules a world re- 
juvenated by war. He said: 

“*T see a world where thrones have crum- 
bled and where kings are dust.

“‘T see.a world without a slave. Man at 
last is free. Nature’s forces have by 
science been’ enslaved. Lightning and 
light, wind and wave, frost and flame and 


‘all the secret, subtle powers of earth and 


air are the, tireless tolers of the human

“‘T''see a world at peace, adorned with 
every: form of kuman art, with music’s my- 
riad: voices thrilled, while lips are rich 
with words of truth—a world in which no 
exile sighs, no prisoner moans; a world 
on which the gibbet’s shadow does not faill, 
a world where labor reaps its full reward; 
where work and worth go hand and hand— 
San Bernardino Index. 


We have long looked for and hoped for 
such a future and such a world, and in our 
humble way tried to preach and teach and 
practice the Brotherhood of Man and the 
Fatherhood of God as one way toward

CALIFORNIA FARMERS BEWARE 


According to reports from Denver, State 
Senator Agnes Riddle, who has been” ad- 
vertised far and wide as ‘‘chairman of the 
executixe committee of the National Non-. 
Partisan Leauge,’’ has ‘discovered the 
League is not what it has been represent- 
ed, has withdrawn from the committee 
and has signed complaint in a suit for an 
accounting. Senator Riddell alleges the 
organization is owned, controlled and dom- 
inated by just three men who ‘ive in St. 
Paul, Minnesota; that every dollar collect- 
ed fromm the farmes of Colrado is sent di- 
rect to these three men; that it would ap- 
pear the organization has nothing what- 
ever in common with the farmers of Colo- 
rado; that no member in Colorado had a 
word to say as to how things shall be run 
or what disposition shall be made of the 
money; that already something like $96,- 
000 has been collected from the farmers of 
that state all of which is now in the hands 
of men outside the jurisdiction of a Colo- 
rado court.
